Diplomats’ Pension 


Diplomacy is an arduous and thankless 
profession. So not many Canadians will 
object too much to the bill passed in the 
House of Commons which provides a $3,000 
minimum retiring pension for Canadian dip- 
lomats who have served at least five years 
overseas. 

It is highly important that the best 
possible types of Canadians be secured for 
diplomatic work, particularly at a moment 
when international affairs hang in a delicate 
balance and when Canada’s prestige abroad 
can be easily enhanced or lowered by the 
good sense or bad sense of those who rep- 
resent her. 

To find capable men for these duties, it 
is necessary not only to pay them well, but 
to offer them retirement security. In this 
view, then, the diplomats’ pension bill is en- 
tirely justified. 

Still it must be admitted that there is 
a significant and perhaps shameful discrep- 
ancy between a minimum of $3,000 a year 
for retired diplomats and a basic retirement 
allowance of $360 a year for Canadians with- 
out incomes when they attain the age of 70 
years. 

It is important that Canadian diplomats 
be able to pursue their vital work without 
being haunted by a fear of insecurity in their 
retired years. 

But surely it is equally important that 
the men and women who, collectively, per- 
form just as important duties in factories 
and offices and homes as the diplomats, 
should not be haunted, in their turn, by the 
same fear. It is very important indeed 
that the mass of Canadian people be able 
to give their best to production without 
being slowed up by visions of an impover- 
ished old age and through neglecting their 
health in trying to save every possible cent 
for their old age. 

Opponents of adequate retirement al- 
lowances for ordinary Canadians have 
argued vigorously that the public purse 
could not stand higher pensions for every- 
body, without the means test, at an earlier 
age than 70. 

What difference would it make Monies 
paid out in such pensions to those who did 
not need them would be recovered fully in 


income tax.The money would merely go out |

Petrillo Says No 


James Caesar Petrillo, so-called “czar” | 


of North American musicians, has issued a 
warning that he will stop all recorded music- 
al broadcasts on the first day of February 
next. This threat, says the Musicians’ Union 
in Toronto, applies to Canada as well as to 
the United States. 

A great many Canadians will sympath- 
ize with the view that transcontinental 


broadcasts involve too much transmission | 


expense to be loaded up with canned music 
that can be purchased at any music store 
for $1.35. Indeed, Canadians have already 
been articulate in expressing the opinion that 
some Canadian Broadcasting Corporation 


programs should do something better than | 


play recordings over the air. 

Nevertheless, if necessary and desirable 
changes are to be effected along this line, 
they should be effected through the will of 


the Canadian people and not because of a | 


big stick wielded by a foreign labor magnate. 

As a matter of fact, the implementation 
of Mr. Petrillo's sovereign will in this respect 
might inflict great hardship upon some of the 
independent stations which rely upon record- 
ings to round out excellent programs in their 
own communities. 


In Edmonton, for instance, there are | 
many hours of first class recorded programs | 


played over CKUA—programs of good taste 
and fine selection. No one would think of 
wending these recorded musical programs 
over national networks. But in this com- 


munity and far out in the country, these | 


broadcasts bring profitable pleasure. They 
are highlights in a good many otherwise dull 
lives. 

So far as Canada is concerned, Mr. 
Petrillo is talking rather absurdly out of 
turn. And Canada’s labor department 
should not hesitate to make it clear to him.

| to have fast airplanes standing by at various 
| points to intercept and investigate the fly- 

ing saucers should they appear. 

It is extremely likely that the objects 
will be found to be the result of suggestion 
or a trick of the eyesight. But strange 

| things are happening these days and the 
nations of the world are playing with phy- 
| sical forces almost beyond the comprehens- 
ion of man. 

The American authorities are wise to 
| take the reports seriously enough to try to 
| run them down—if only for the sake of al- 

laying public excitement which very easily 
might grow into hysteria and panic. 


| Told to Do Something 


The Security Council has resumed its | 


wordy war, on the three most contentious 
questions of general import that it has ever 
| tackled. Setting up the international police 
| force called for by the United Nations 
| Charter; creating an international body to 
control the use of atomic 
recommending measures for general dis- 
armament—these are the items on an 
| agenda which may keep the Council wrang- 
ling through the dog days. Which will in 
fact do that if precedent indicates the out- 
‘look. 

In this round, however, the Council is 
working against a time limit. The Assem- 
bly has demanded a report on each of these 
Subjects by September 16th. And the in- 
dications are pretty plain that if it doesn’t 
get the reports there will be trouble. Like 
the public in most or all countries, the As- 
sembly at recent sittings has shown signs

If the 
Council continues to talk in circles, ending 
in a Gromyko veto, it is not beyond the 
power of the Assembly to call for un entire 
new deal—and get it. 

Each of these proposals is vital to 
world security. If the Security Council 
cannot report actual progress in all three 


directions by the middle of September, the | 


Assembly delegates may well ask them- 
selves why—and take such steps to con- 
solidate peace as seem more likely to get. 
results.

FORMATION of an imperial war 
graves commission was first sug- 
gested in 1917 by Sir Fabian Waro 
(since its inception the vice-chair- 
|man of the commission), who was 
lthen director-general of graves 
registration for Britain. In a mem- 
'orandum to the Imperial War Con- 
ference he suggested an organiza- 
tion to care in perpetuity for the 
graves of all who fell in the war. 

The idea was enthusiastically 
accepted and participating govern- 
ments were the United Kingdom, 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand, 
South Africa and India. Each was 
to share initial expense in propor- 
tion to its number of graves, and 
an endowment fund was created 
for permanent care of the ceme- 
teries by trained staffs in the em- 
ploy of the commission. 

To care for the million dead in 
world war one, cemeteries were 
‘built in almost every country in 
\the world. Some idea of the gigan- 
tic task the commission performed 
|may be drawn from the fact that 
‘in France and Belgium alone be- 
|tween the wars there were com- 
|pleted 970 architecturally con- 
| structed cemeteries, with records- 
buildings and shelters, and count- 


|less head stones, monuments, and

| CANADIAN WAR GRAVES of 
lthe 1930-45 war will be cared for 
under the Imperial War Graves 
Commission on a permanent basis 
exactly as they were after world 
war one, with the exception that 
for World War Tl there will be 12 
distinctively Canadian cemeteries 
located in France, Belgium, Hol- 
‘land, Italy and the Far East. 
Following the first great war 
there were no cemeteries abroad 
which could be called Canadian in

As a re- 
sult there were created by the 
graves services of the Canadian 
forces Canadian cemeteries that 
contain, with few exceptions, 
graves of Canadians, though the 
dead of co-operating forces may 
be buried in them. 

These Canadian cemeteries are 
located in France at Berry-sur- 
Mer, Bretterville-sur-laize, Leu- 
bri gham (Calais), and Dieppe; in 
Beigium at Adegem; in Holland at 
Bergen-op-Zoom, Nijmegen and 
Holten; in Italy at Agira (Sicily),

BUT THE PROBLEMS ahead are 
enormous. Many of the difficulties 
are the practical difficulties of low 
soil ‘fertility, inadequate rainfall, 
soil erosion, plant disease and pests.

of craftsmen must be begun vir-

THE COMMISSION undertakes 
to complete the construction of 
each cemetery, such as the building 
of fences around them, the con- 
struction of records-buildings, shel- 
ters and any other necessary build- 
ings, and the placing of permanent 
headstones to replace temporary 
wooden crosses. Canadian interests 
are looked after by a Canadian 
agency of the commission. 

Canadian authorities have al- 
ready announced they will take all 
necessary steps to ensure that the 
land containing Canadian ceme- 
teries will be securied in perpetu- 
ity. Thus the Canadian dead of the 
last war will lie forever near the 
battlefields where they fell, their 
graves permanently tended on 
ground that will ever more be a 
part of Canadian soil.

New Blight Hits 
Oats In U.S. 


In their continuous war on pests 


Canadian plant growers and bot- 
anists are now faced with a new 
enemy. Reports from the United 


States reveal that during last sum- 
mer there were moderate to severe 
infestations of a blight and root- 
| rot disease of oats throughout the 
southern and central states 

This fungus disease can be de- 

| tected by the yellow-green or or- 
ange-blue streaks running length- 
wise along the leaves. 

While not serious in Canada at 
the moment, there is every pos- 
sibility of it spreading norti to be- 
come a real menace. Of major im- 

| portance is the fact that several 
| varieties of oats, developed through 
| tedious breeding programs for re- 
sistance to smut and rust infection, 
| have fallen prey to this disease 
| Should the blight reach significant 
| proportions in this country, plant 
| breeders wil] be faced with the 
task of developing new resistant 
varieties. 

Among the seed treatment tested 
in Missouri, where one of the first 
outbreaks of the blight occurred, 
investigators found that an organic 
mercury dust, applied at the rate 
of one-half ounce per bushel of 
oats, gave satisfactory control.
